pra-e-* consisted in baking clay This was. 
effected by the aid o£ the jine wood found 
11, occurred to MT D'Alma, however, thai It 
would be more advantageous to employ not 
the wood 
itself, but 
tbe 
gas 
which 


might be produced by ite distillation. He 
tUeref ore at once obtained permission to con- 
duct a number of experiments at the gas 
works in the town, and eventually succeeded 
in producing a gas with which be supplied 
the public and a considerable proportion of 
the private lighte for two nighta in sue 
cetaion. 


On the first nigbt the effect was not alto- 


gether satisfactory, owing to tbe material 
used being sodden and of bad quality, butoi 
the second occasion the lighting was entirely 
successful 
The event caused some excite 


ment among the municipal authorities, who 
appointed a 
oommiHion to vouch for 


the success of the expsrimeat This they did, 
•md have since expressed a desire that the 
matter be taken up by tbe municipalities of 
thoje places in the sontbweei of France 
whore this particular species of piaawood is 
to be found, with the view to its profitable 
utilisation for gae msAing purposes. M. 
D Alma has satisfactorily proved that the 
distillation of picawood la alosad vesssle is 
thoroughly practicable, and be believes that 
the naulttng gas could be produced at a 
much lowor cost than that of ordinary coal 
gas, while the sale of the residual products 
(charcoal, tar, and an asid liquid) would de- 
*ray the whole expenses of maaofaoture.
